LONDON, Aug. 24.—Will Russia, 
make a separate peace? Upon the 
answer to this question, in the opinion 
of both sides, depends the result of 
the world war. Never since the in- 
vention of telegraphy made pssible 
the modern newspaper has such a 
ruthless afid efficient censorship been 
in operation as the one which now 
prevents the outside world from 
learning anything about the true con- 
ditions in Russia. Not only is it al- 
most impossible to get facts out of 
Russia into England and France, but 
the English and French censors watch 
like hawks to prevent unpalatable 
truths about their ally from being cir- 
culated at home or sent abroad. 

While not pretending to give any 


summary of the real attitude of Rus- 
sia in these days when Russia is in

is ministers have double-crossed 
France and England. They are _ per- 
fectly sincere in their reiterated prom- 
ise to fight to victory at any cost; the 
malicious German rumor that the 
Czar declared, “I will fight to my last 
moujik,” may represent that most 
powerful of monarch’s present. de- 
termination. To surrénder to Ger- 
many. would break the heart of the 
proud Russian autocracy. 

FEAR OF REVOLUTION. 


But revoltition forced the Czar to 
give in to Japan In 1905, and revolu- 
tion in time of national humiliation 
and defeat often rears its head 
against autocracy. Already, as mil- 
lions upon millions of peasants roll 
like a flood from the invaded prov- 
inces into the interior, troops are be- 
ing withdrawn from the front, troops 
that can be trusted to guard the Czar’s 
capital and Moscow against revolt. 
This is a fact; I could give the names 
of some of the veteran regiments that 
have been brought back for more seri- 
ous work than fighting the Germans, 
but I have promised not to do so. It 
is also a fact that on August 10, after 
the loss of Warsaw, when the nation 
firet began to realize that its armies 
were routed and that the term 
“strategic retreat’ was a mockery, 
proclamations appeared all over Pet-

Internal revolution, 
therefore, will mean immediate peace 
with Germany on the Kaiser's terms, 
so that the Czar can crush his own 
people as he did ten years ago and 
save his throne, 

The indications are today that Ger- 
many, thanks to her splendid system 
of espionage, is keeping in close 
touch with the discontented element 
in Russia, and hopes as the invasion 
rolls on to force a peace as much by 
stirring up revolt in the interior as 
by continuing to capture hundreds of 
thousands of Russian soldiers. It is 
not the aim of Germany to crush Rus- 
sia alone, but to win the war, and 
it is especially against German policy 
to permit the overthrow of the only 
military autocracy in Europe besides 
the one in Berlin, 80 most generous 
terms will be offered the Czar when 
he feels his throne shaking under him 
and turns to his old friend the Kaiser 
for aid. Then all Germany's strength 
will be thrown against the western 
allies.

What the Russian losses have been 
no man will ever know, for the cler- 
ical departments, such as there were, 
cracked under the strain early in the 
war, and only the castialties among 
Officers are recorded. But here are @ 
few cold figures that show how Rus- 
gia’s field armies have disappeared: 
When war broke out Russia’s stand- 
ing army in Europe and Asia consisted 
of 1,078,000 men.

army of them to push back our one 
littie division.””

The truth is, the German officers 
greatly admire their obstreperous 
British prisoners. “They grumble all 
the time and they would like to “have 
roast pheasant and finger bowls and 
many other things they never had at 
home, but they are fine soldiers,”’ said 
the German lieutenant, who escorted 
us through the camp. “When you 
tell a British sergeeant-major to have 
a detail ready for difty, he has his 
men out and in line in ten minutes. 
When you tell the same thing to a 
Russian sergeant, he fuddles around 
for three or four hours and then does 
everything wrong.” 

Nearly all the British prisoners at 
thie particular camp were regulare of 


the first expeditionary forces that 
went to the continent. They formed 
what fs admitted to have h one 


of the finest bodies of soldiers who 
ever went into battle. All were 
trained professionals and many were 
veterans of South Africa and the bor- 
der warfare of India. Most of them 
were captured before they fairly got 
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Bill, and the Anti-trust Act, and State 
public utilities bills, the great corpo- 
rate interests were brought under reg- 
ulative control. It was a fight of 
twenty years, but the people won, and 
corporations have been driven out of 
politics, and that kind of corruption, 
while not, of course, completely elim- 
inated, has ceased to be a danger. It 
was a great reform and should be the 
source of great congratulation to all 
lovers oftheir country. But the peo- 
ple cannot be led into a great crusade 
like this, their indignation cannot be 
; Stirred against abuses, intrenched and 
defiantly persistent, without rousing 
them to extremes. They are a levia- 
_ than which in such a just fury can- 
i Bes stop themselves at the median 
e. 
Excesses in such a movement are 
inevitable. They are part of the cost 
of effecting the original reform. We 
are now in the aftermath and we are 
suffering from it. It became the vogue 
to denounce all corporations whether 
legitimately carrying on business or 
not. Success was looked upon with 
suspicion in any field of business ac- 
tivity. The railroads, steam and mi- 
nicipal, had been the most defiant and 
brazen in the control of politics and 
they were justly the subject of public 
scrutiny and attack; but the hostility 
was not measured and was not lim- 
ited to merely reforming them. They 
are a part of the arterial circulation 
of the country. Their prosperity is 
not only an indicator of the general 
prosperity. but it directly affects it. 
Many of them have been required by 
the power of the labor organizations 
to Taise wages and by the States to 
pay more taxes and at the same time 
have had a needed increase of their 
rates so grudgingly given that they 
are being ground between the upper 
and the nether milistones. Many are 
going into the hands of receivers. The 
result is that practically no new con- 
struction of railroads is being under- 
taken, although the normal expansion 
of the country requires a large per 
cent. of new mileage each year. 

The heaping up of legislation un- 
duly to restrict and tax corporate ac- 
tivities has frightened capital. New 
investments are not being made. 
Timidity rules the markets for capi- 
tal, in which progress, conceived by 
promoters, is made possible by the 
confidence of those who control cap- 
ital. In no State has such legislation 
been as varied and as far-reaching 
as in your own State. Regulation has 
been the order of the day. Commis- 
Sion after commission has been cre- 
ated to exercise a discretionary exec- 
utive power over many fields of busi- 
ness activity. Such commissions have 
greatly increased the executive pat- 
ronage and the annual expenditure of 
public funds. Your annual govern- 
expenses are rapidly increas- 


ing 
Since 1911 the report of the Secre- 
fat of State seems to show an in- 


crease in them of more than 40 per 
cent. in three years— while in the 
fame time the capitalizations of for- 
eign and domestic corporations an- 
nually filed with the Secretary of State 
have been reduced from $1,500,000,- 
000 in 1911 to $500,000,000 in 1915. 
The significance of this increase of 
government expenses and reduction of 
newly-invested capital cannot be gain- 
said and by way of illustration bears 
out what I have gaid, that, in our 
proper eagerness to prevent the cor- 
rupt reign of corporate power. we 
have injured and frightened legitimate 
capital and we are going to suffer for 
it. In our country, and especially in 
these newer States, new capital is es- 
sential to growth, and growth is es- 
sential to your life. Unless we ad- 
vance we will retrograde. : 
You have a magnificent State, you 
have an energetic, self-confident peo- 
ple, you have enormous natural re- 
igources, but you cannot make water 
run up hill, you cannot reverse the 
economic laws, you cannot burden the 
investment of needed new capital with 
a paternal and unnecessary supervi- 
sion. and hold over the threat of ex- 
ecutive interference and disturbance 
without frightening it from the State 
or forcing such an interest rate for its 
use as to clog the wheels of natural 
progress. [Applause.] - 
The country has suffered and your 
State has suffered, and is to suffer 
more fromthe fallacy that you can 
work every reform by the words, “be 
it enacted.”” Legislation can accom- 
plish much alone practical line« which 
experience justifies. An imaginative, 
aspiring, self-confident people who 
look back to a great end successful 
growth are easily led, however, into 
the view that legislation can do much 
more than this: and the lesson which 
the future is to teech them is that

| The second class of excesses to 
which the zeal of*the people, in at- 
tempting to prevent a recurrence of 
corrupt corporate control of politics, 
has carried them has been the sub- 
stitution of what is called pure or 
direct democracy for the representa- 
tive system. The referendum, the in- 
itiative and the recall have sup- 
planted the old plan of the delegation 
of executive and legislative authority 
to trusted agents who were compelled 
at regular periods to give an account 
_of their stewardship. The convention 
delegates elected by a political 
party has given way to what is called 
wh general primary system. That 


which was supposed to be a mere 
voluntary organization of electors 
agreeing on general principles of gov- 
ernmental policy has now become the 
sublect of ricid statutory retuletion, 
and conventions are now in effect for- 
bidden by law. 

I do not tonight intend to discuss 
the lack of wisdom in. the initiative, | 
referendum and recall, or to-.point out 
by evidence accumulating mountain 
high that legislation which is the re- 
sult of such a system is much less ex- 
pressive of the real will of the major- 
ity of the people than legislation un- 
der the old representative system. Its 
real result is that the legislation of 
a State is enacted not by « majority 
of voters, but by an active and organ- 
ized minvurity of them. The legislation 
is not subjected to the careful scrutiny 
of close debate and discussion and 
amendment, but is forced down the 
throats of all the people in an “un- 
digested mass. [Applause.] 

What I wish to dwell on tonight, 
however, is the effect of the substi- 
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the government of parties by the gen- 
eral primary and the addition to this 
of a newly-patented device called 
“State nonpartisanship.” [Applause.] 

The purpose and effect of such a 
system is to destroy party loyalty and 
discipline and to stimulate activity 
and organization, not for the enforce- 
ment of governmental principles, but 
for the promotion of personal polit- 
ical ambition and preferment. If the 
State is to save politics from the evil 
of corrupt party management by rigid 
regulation, the first end to be sought 
is that only those who are really mem- 
bers of the party should have a voice 
in selecting its candidates. Yet in all 
the bewildering mass of regulations 
to prevent any but the greatest seif- 
seekers and the richest aspirants from 
successfully running the gauntlets of 
the technical and burdensome require- 
ments of a candidate in a primary, 
there is but one short provision indi- 
cating any desire of the lawmakers 
to exclude members of one party or 
of no party from voting in the pri- 
mary of another party. 

Under the previous law, electors 
who registered were required to note 
their party affiliations when they reg- 
istered many months before an elec- 
tion and were not permitted to vote 
in any primary but that of the party 
under whose banner they enlisted. 
That was some practical restriction 
in the interest of common fairness, 
So long before the primary election 
men would perhaps be likely to have 
no motive for misrepresenting their 
party allegiance or affiliation. But by 
the new act now to be voted upon, 
even this restriction is abolished and 
voters are permitted to declare their 
party affiliations at the time of the 
primary. The abuses which grow out 
of such a loose system have been seen 
in many States. The voters of one 
party have often deliberately voted in 
the’ primary of the opposing party to 
nominate for it a weak candidate so 
as to secure their real party's victory. 

The controller of a great patronage 
machine under such a system could 
easily use the compact minority which 
he controls to nominate the candidates 
for both leading parties. and his 
power to do so is much strengthened 
by laws which destroy the machinery 
of party government by committing it 
to candidates selected in such a pri- 
mary. [fApplause.) 

The only way in which popular gov- 
ernment can be made useful and ef- 
factive is through parties. [Applause.] 
A party is a body of electors who 
agree on certain principles of govern- 
mental policy and unite to put those 
principles inte legislation and execu- 
tive action. The history of free gov- 
ernment has shown that it is only 
through parties, organized, united and 
active, that the will of the majorities 
can be interpreted into effective gov- 
ernmental action. More than this, 
and almost as important, Is the organ- 
ization of the minority into an active 
united party which shall constitute 
an opposition to the party in power. 
By its serutiny and criticism of what 
is being done an opposition party can 
restrain the action of the government

clear to the whole people the defects 


and mistakes of the policy which they 
oppose. 

The usefulness of parties is not 
confined to national issues. The State 
is a great government. Its policies are 
of vast im); ortance to the ple. 
Why should they not have on the one 
hand the benefit of the party system 
in truly carrying the will of the ma- 
jority into useful legislation and on 
the other hand the benefit of a party 
In opposition, to subject to proper 
scrutiny and criticism that which 
those intrusted with power ere doing 
with that power?. [Applause.] 


It is true that in municipal govern- 
ment some have thought t regular 
party politics interfered with the 

roper conduct of parochial matters, 

ut municipal matters are one thing 
and the policies of an independent 
State with complete iegislative pow- 
er, over a much wider field than that 
of Congress in the same territory, are 
& very different thing. No one in the 
whole history: of the wildest hysteria 
of radical legislation has ever before 
suggested a destruction of party gov- 
ernment in States. {[Applause.] 
There has been no abuse made mani- 
fest in such State party government 
and no evil that can be traced to it 
as in municipal matters. 


What will be the result of this new 
patent of State nonpartisanship? 
The people will lose the ordinary ma- 
chinery for giving forth. their will 
In governmental action. They will 
have no opportunity in an organized 
way to formulate policies through 
parties and partv leaders. Legislators 
will have no defined mandate from 
the people as they do when elected 
on a party platform to vote along the | 
lines therein indicated. The Leeisla- 
tors will not be an organized body, in 
the sense of having recognized . di- 
Visions of their members whose elec- 
tion under their. respective party 
banners now give them useful cohe- 
sion in passing and opposing legisla- 
tion and in supporting or attacking a 
responsible executive. It would give 
to an executive a vast and dangerous 
power, There would be no organized 
force in the Legislature to stand 
against him. Party allegiance has 
usually hindered a Governor or chief 
executive In influencing opposition 
legislators to vield to his will. He 
has not been able to control them In 
legislation or to restrain them from 
attacking the defects and evils of his 
administration. FEut if there is no 
organized opposition of a party 
kind, the fleld of executive influence 
will be greatly widened and his ir- 
responsible power will be greatly in- 
creased. 

One can conceive in the abolition 
of State parties a complete -subjec- 
tion to a Governor in control of a 
government composed chiefly of com- 
missions intrusted with great patron- 
age and wide discretionary power to 
hamper and harass biisiness and cor- 
porate activities. The organization 
which a Governor of great personal 
ambition and political aperlience: 
could effect with many thousand gov- 
ernment employees would absolutely 
control the State.

IN HERITAN CE 
TAX A BURDEN. 


Many Estates Stripped Bare 
by California Law. 


Numerous Attorneys on the 
Trail of the Dead. 


Triplicate ‘Assessment Often-

SACRAMENTO, Sept. 17.—“Where 
there is a will there is a way’’—for 
the collector of inheritance tax to en- 
ter; but when the property is con- 
veyed by deed before death the route 
of the sleuth on the trail of dead 
men's money becomes more tortuous 
and indistinct. 

California is lenient with its red- 
criminals, but there is an- 
Other death penalty that is always ex- 
acted, the inheritance tax. If one is 
to take literally that biblical allusion 


about the camel and the needle’s eye 
then the California inheritance tax 
law is a great evangelical document, 
for many a man who dies wealthy is 
stripped as bare of his wealth as a 
shriven soul through the medium of 
the death taxes by the time he 

the pearly gates. 

For the living there is always an 
appeal to some form of board of 
equalization against duplicate tax as- 
sessments; but on the estate of the 
dead a triplicate assessment is some- 
times levied, and against this the 
heirs have no appeal. A scrutiny: of 
the inheritance tax law enacted by 
the last Legislature reveals a rapac- 
ity for mulcting dead mens estates 
that savors very much of confiscation. 

California ranked about twelfth last 
year among the States in wealth and 
population; but in the amount of in- 
heritance tax collected We stood sec- 
ond to New York. Three million dol- 
lars in inheritance tax was the rec- 
ord for the last fiscal year; this year 
the rates have been increased about 
25 per cent. and the sleuths in the in- 
heritance tax department express 
hopes of swelling the death tax list 
this year to $4,006,000. 

Sinee the new law went into effect 
the number of attorneys and agents 
in the inheritance tax department of 
the State has been doubled, branch 
offices have been opened in Los An- 
geles and San Francisco, and they are 
following like bloodhounds the death 
trail of resident Californians.

EXTRACT FROM OPINION. 


The following is an extract: 

“Now, concerning the taxation of 
personal property.. That is frequent- 
ly made subject to inheritance tax in.

Double taxation may 
justified in certain circumstances, but 
should be avoided as far as practi- 
cable.

The 
transfer may have been made ten 
years before the death of its former 
owner, but if it can be shown that 
he did not get value received for the 
transfer it is still subject to inherit- 
ance tax. 

Just now the situation is complicat- 
ed by the intimation from high places 
that the next Federal Congress may 
consider the levy of a Federal! inherit- 
ance tax, similar to the present ‘na- 
tional income tax. This is advanced 
as one of the Democratic expedients 
to make up for the loss of revenue 
from a lowered tariff. It has roused

State ControHer Chambers has issued | 


a statement concerning this in which 


he says: 

“Thirty-eight States now levy and 
collect taxes upon inheritance. Moat 
of them have been very successful and 
a number of them remarkably so. 
Why, then, should the Federal gov- 
ernment, which has consistently neg- 
lected this source of revenue all these 
years, step in now to interfere with 
the States in a field that they have 
developed? 

“True it may be said that both the 
nation and the States can impose in- 
heritance taxes. But this, manifestly, 
is absurd. What would be left to 
the latter under practically confisca- 
tory rates by the former.”’ 

One may well speculate what 
would be the feeling of the heirs aft- 
er three States had each levied an as- 
sessment of 20 per cent. On secur-+ 
ities held by the deceased, and the 
Federal government had levied in ad- 
dition a tax of 25 per cent. 

California’s habit of levying an in- 
heritance tax on securities and other 
personal property held in California 
by a deceased resident of another 
State has occasioned retaliatory legis- 
lation in @ number of es. e 
personal or intangible property of a 


‘Californian held in one of those States 


is subjected to an inheritance tax 
for the reason that the personal prop- 
erty of a resident of one of those 
States would be so treated here. 

Stiffening the rates in our inherit- 
ance tax laws does not incline to in- 
crease the demand in other States 
for California securities. Eastern 
stock and bond brokers are very like- 
‘ly to inform their clients of the in- 
come tax provisions entailed in the 
purchase of securities of a California 
corporation. Neither are these high 
rates much of an incentive to wealthy 
persons from other States to take up 
their permanent residence here, 

This duplicate and triplicate taxa- 
tion does not extend to real estate; 
that can be taxed only in the State 
in which it is located. The Supreme 
Court of the United States. has so 
ruled. It applies to stocks, bonds, 
merchandise and all other forms of 
personal property. 


Our new schedule of inheritance’ 


tax rates ranges from 1 to 15 per 
cent. on property going to lineal heirs 
and from 2 to 30 per cent. on prop- 
erty left to “collateral” heirs. There 
is a $10,000 exemption for lineal 
heirs and a $500 exemption for col- 
lateral heirs. Two hundred and fifty 
thousand dollars of incomie tax money 
goes into the school fund; 5 per cent.

HOW INTRIGUE STARTED. 

Carranza is now ‘surrounded by 
some of the most ambitious men in 
Mexico, not a few of whom are noted 
for their capacity for political in- 
trigue. ese men have already 
‘formulated their plans, based upon 
the supposition that Carranza will be 
able to crush Villa in the north and 
Zapata in the south. The most skill- 
ful and most ambitious of these po- 
litical intriguers are Gen. Obregon, 
Antonio Villareal, Gen. Robles and 
Gen. Trevino. The first two are the 
men whom Carranza will have to 
reckon with. Obregon has gained 
great prestige by reason of his recent 
northern campaign against Villa, be- 
ginning at Celaya. It is reported that 
Obregon and Carranza are at odds. 
Carranza is said to be fearful of 
Obregon’s increasing power. After the 
battles of Celaya, Leon and Aguas. 
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Calientes, Carranza began to strip | 
Obregon of troops, under the pretext 
that they were needed for the cam- 
| patgn in Southern Mexico, but really 
to undermine Obregon’s rapidly in- 
creasing influence. In this—effort of 
his to retard Obregon, Carranza pro- 
ceeded cautiously and for a time was 
unsuspected by Obregon. Obregon’s 
forces, however, were depleted so ap- 
preciably by Cartanza’s orders that 
Obregon protested, even threatening 
Carranza with velled revolt. Carran- 
za promptly backed up and sent back 
to Obregon the troops which had 
been withdrawn to more southern 
points. With these troops Obregon 
has been operating successfully of 
— at Saltillo,. Monterey and Pare- 
om. 

Obregon apparently holds the whip 
hand in a military sense over Car- 
ranza. He has not yet, however, dis- 
closed his purpose. With Villa in his 
front he cannot afford to do so. What 
that purpose is will be made known 
So soon as Villa is overthrown. Obre- 
gon has great political ambition, but 
his desires for preferment can be at- 
tained only through the military. He is 
exceedingly popular with troops un- 
|der his command. With the civilian 
population in many States of Mexico 
where he has operated he is perhaps 
“the best-hated man” in the country. 
His policy in these states, more es- 
pecially in Tepic, Morelos, Jalisco, 
Vera Cruz and the Federal District, 
was one of pillage and extortion. He 
could not reasonably expect political 
support from the civilian element. 
His military measures, respecting his 
enemies, has been most drastic. For 
example. after the battle of Celaya, 
where he captured a portion of VIl- 
la’s army, Obregon took 1235 officers 
of Villa's command who were pris- 
oners of wer, stationed them on a 
hillside and ordered rapid-firing guns 
to be played upon them until the last 
one was killed. While his orders 
were being executed, Obregon 
watched this wanton wholesale mur- 
of Villa prisoners with undis- 
guised satisfaction. 


VILLAREAL A LAWYER. 


Antonio Villareal is a lawyer of 
ability with no mean capacity for po- 
litical intrigue. As Governor of 
Nuevo Leon he gained notoriety by 
marking the chur¢gh for persecution. 
ltAke many Mexican leaders seeking 
power, he attackeds institutions and 
persons who among the ignorant were 
thought to be enemies of the people. 
This policy may be effective in stir- 
ring up revolt, but in the long run it 
was not proven to be successful even 
in Mexico. In the new order of 
things Villareal is likely’ to invoke 
almost any expedient in his effort to 
obtain power. It is known that he is 
not in love with Carranza. Indeed, 
Carranza seems to be tolerated by his 
subordinates. They don’t admire 
him and they are not personally fond 
of him. Carranza, in fact, is a man 
whom it would be difficult for many 
persons to love, and impossible for 
many persons to like. While he pos- 
seases a certain strength ef character 
he is wholly lacking grace of 
character. He is equally deficieyt in 
personal charm. There is nothing 


earnest hope of everyone that an or- 
derly gevernment be established in 
Mexico, and that liberty regulated by 
law be enjoyed by its people. From 
evidence now rapidly accumulating it 
is not, however, expected that a gov- 
ernment directed and controlled by 
Carranza would furnish any reason- 
able encouragement that permanent 
peace would be restored throughout 
the country, even though Villa should 
quit and Zapata should surrender.

women. This report, she said, being 
of a subsidiary nature, would not be 
formally presented to Congress, but 
might be of service if that body 
should establish a permanent com- 
mission on industrial relations. 

“The principle of a fair day’s pay 
for a fair day's work figures little, 
and the cost of living figures less, in 
determining‘ the wage level for wom- 
en in industry,” the report says. 

“Argument concerning the rela- 
tion between conditions menacing the 
welfare cf women in industry and so- 
cial unrest is not necessary. It would 
require a reckless optimism to con- 
tend that several million wage earn- 
ers, working at rates indisputably 
below those which men could or 
would accept, were not a menace to 
the wage scale, or that large numbers 
of women working with equipment 
and under conditions prejudicial to 
their physical organization, are with- 
out social and industrial significance. 

“But it is necessary to call atten- 
tion to the fact that because of the 
youth of the large majority of wage- 
earning women and the comparative 
brevity of their industrial life, they 


lack the solidarity necessary to make 
effective protest. 

“Women pass from industry into 
homes of their own to become moth- 
ers of well-born or ill-born children. 
These latter go back to the mills, fac- 
tories, offices and stores to take the 
places of those retreating from the 
battle for bread. 

“Whether each turn of this human 
spiral leads to a higher or lower 
plane of physical, mental and moral 
life, depends largely upon the condi- 
tions under which women work.”

CONFLICTING VIEWS. 

While some of the conferees may 
at the end of three weeks reach dif- 
ferent opinions as to the government 
that ought to be recognized, confi- 
dence was expressed by many of the 
conferees that there would be no 
eventual disagreeme:t because’ the 
traditional policy of the Latin-Amer- 
ican governments in any event is to 
follow the lead of the United States 
on such questions.

The positive state- 
ment was added informally by one 
of the conferees that at no time was 
moral or physica! intervention or the 
use of force contemplated to compel 
the factions to enter into an agree- 
ment if they themselves were unwill- 
ing to do so.

HAVE TWO CHURCHES. 


I honestly think the German of- 
ficers try hard to make the prisoners 
happy. They have two churches for 
them in the prison grounds and are 
about to bulld a third. The Russians 
have a theater in a big tent, where 
they haye national dances, At the 
other end of the camp, the British 
also have a theater. This is quite a 
sorgeous affair with a drop curtain 
and painted scenery. When we came 
in, two amateur scenic artists were 
finishing a back drop which was 
mighty well done, showing a regiment 
of soldiers coming through 
Brandenburg gate in Berlin. Every 
two weeks they have an amate?r. 
vaudeville show which lasts for two 
nights. The first night is for the 
British and the second night “is for 
them allies, sir.” Through the efforts 
of a London clergyman, musical in- 
struments have been furnished to the 


take part in these shows paint the 
scenery or play in the orchestra are 
excused by the German officers from 
any other kind of camp duty. Other 
correspondents have told me wonder- 
ful stories of theatrical performances 
‘they have attended at the camp when 
a humble Caruso in wooden camp 
shoes got up in the dirty little Rus- 
siah theater and almost lifted the roof 
off the tent with divine harmony. But 
they have also told me about the su- 
perb paintings that are done by ar- 
tist soldiers in a little studio-that the 
German government has set aside in 
another part of the prison. I have 
seen the superb works of art so I 
don't have much faith in the Caruso 
in wooden shoes. It would be a beau- 
tiful and romantic thing if some ar- 
tist In the ranks were uplifted by his 
soul travail in this war to turn out 
a great masterpiece of art in the little 
drab prison camp at Dobenitz. But, 
alas, I have seen the pictures! 

May a kind heaven forgive them, 
the Germans also allow these artists 
to work to the exclusion of all other 
prison duties! 

Except for the men specially ex- 
cused to engage in such nefarious 
lines of endeavor as amateur acting | 
and painting, all the prisoners are 
obliged to do certain camp cleaning— 
what is called police work in our 
army. Details for this work are made 
up by the noncommiesioned officers, 
who are themselves prisoners. 
| All other work is paid for at the 
irate of two marks a day. There is 
ja prison shoe shop and a tailor shop, 
a postoffice and censor’s office, all em- 
ploying prisoners. 

The censor’s office was in charge of 
a hervous little German officer, who 
is a civil engineer in times of peace. 
He has a tough job. About 25.000 
| letters a month go through his office, 
|every one of which has to be care- 
fully read for double meanings and 
'‘improprieties. It is his pride that 
| the mail is never held up more than 
two days. He says he never has much 


h mail. The Russians seldom write 
or receive letters. The French let- 
ters are seldom objectionable. “But, 
My God, those Britishers,” groaned 
the little German captain. “Do you 
see that letter?’ he said. “Well, that 
letter is from one of the _ British 
prisoners. It is very pious in tone 
and tells all about going to church. 
In the middle of it, he tells his moth- 
er to read a certain verse in the 
Bible. We looked it up and the verse 
says, “Holy are the starving.’ She 
would have run at top speed to the 
nearest London newspaper and we 
would have been accused of starving 
the prisoners."” He said that the let- 
ters coming to the British prisoners 
are often filled with abuse of the 


German Emperor. In such cases, the 
to whom the letter is ad- 


dressed, is always called up and the 
letter is destroyed before his eyes. 

On several occasions, British pris- 
oners have managed to sneak through 
some such messages and investigations 
have resuited. One was undertaken 
by the American Ambassador at the 
request of the British government. 

The day that I visited the camp I 
met a Chicago lawyer traveling as a 
newspaper. correspondent. He con- 
ided to me that he was making an 
nvestigation of the horrors of prison 
amps.at the request of some mysteri- 
ous British interest. He was pro- 
foundly biting into the sausage, pok- 
ing into the bedding and solemnly 
measuring off the bread. 


The truth of the whole situation is 
this: The prisoners get plenty of 
wholesome German food. The pris- 
on allowance of bread is greater than 
the allowance of the people in Ber- 
lin. The daily bread ticket in Ber- 
lin permits you to buy 250 grams a 
day. The prisoners get 300 grams a 
day. There is plenty of it, but the 
British don’t like black bread ani 
sausage. For their benefit, largely, 
the German government has estahb- 
lished a store at which canned goods 
and other delicacies, as well as to- 
bacco, ete., can be bought at cost. 
This is the origin of the stories about 
each prisoner being obliged to sup- 
port himself. : 

The complaints have come chiefly 
from the British. For one .hing 
every Britisher is fond of “writing to 
the papers’ about all sorts of out- 
rages. Another thing is that most of 
the British at this prison are profes- 
sional soldiers without a trade. The 
French, being artizans and students, 
easily find something to occupy them- 
selves in the tallor shops, as cob- 
blers and other activities of the comp. 

Both the French and the Ruasinais 
fnd relief from the tedium of camp 
life in the farm parties that are sent 
out. It is now the harvesting season 
and small parties of prisoners are sent 
to bring in the crops. They live in 
small improvised prisons at night in 
the farm districts and are paid by the 
German government for their work 

The Russians have given a good 
deal of trouble while on these farm 
parties because they try to sell their 
shoes to the first passing yokel they 
meet. So prevelent has this custom 
become that the prison governor has 
made a rule that any Russian coming 
back to the prison without his shoes 
has to wear wooden sabots during 
the rest of his term. 

But the Frenchman is in his glory 
on these farming parties. We saw a 
party of them in a quaint little Ger- 
man farm village near Berlin. 
were marching down the street with 


long pitchforks over their shoulders }j, 


singing a gay little song and swageger- 
ing in their gay Uniforms for 
the benefit of the German 
frauleins who gazed after them 
with awe. One little zouave with 
his bizarre uniform seemed to 
be conscious of the fact that he was 
giving the village belles heart fail- 
ure. The only guard was a stodgy 
German reservist, who plodded along 
in the rear with his rifie over his 
shoulder. It struck me that twelve 
husky French athletes with pitch- 
forks and one German sentry was dis- 
rroportionate. “Escape?” taughed 
the German officer, who was my com- 
panion. “How would they escape in 
those red pants? Anyhow, they don't 
want to escape. They find they can 
get along very nicely without any 
more battles.” 


One feature of the whole German 
prison system that surprised me was 
the apparent scarcity of guards. Near- 
ly all civil prisons I have seen have 
been surrounded by hich stockades 
and sentries on the stocka'es. There 
were single sentries at the gates of 
Dobenitz and an occasional German 
soldier wandered through the camp. 
The German officers told me _§ that 
there has never been an outbreak. 
Some of the Russians. have tried to 
run away while on the farm parties 
and one British soldier struck a sen- 
try. The Russians are always recap- 
tured and the British soldier is serv- 
ing a term of fifteen years in one of 
the penal institutions. : 

Most of the prisoners knew that 
war wasn't going to be a picnic when 
they went into it and take this pe- 
riod of their lives with philosophy.

will see the light and end the system 
by a supreme effort. 

‘Turning now from State parties to 
national parties, wish to say some- 
thing of the duty of Republicans in 
the present juncture. Our relations 
with Germany are in a critical condi- 
tion. The President is a Democrat 
but he is our President as much as 
if he were a Republican. [Great ap- 
plause.]. While the issue is’ in the 
settling, we should stand by him in 
his effort to avoid war and yet as- 
sért and maintain our rights as 
neutrais. That is good Republican 
doctrine. [Applause.] And I have 
no patience with any who, for par- 
tisan reasons, grudge the open ex- 
Pression of such support. This 
pression may be subsequently used by 
narrow-headed Democratic partisans 
as & campaign argument for Presi- 
dent Wilson's re-election; but that 
should not restrain us in giving him 
such backing when the solidarity of 
the people in standing by him is in 
the highest interest of our country. 
This expression will not prevent, 
when the time arrives, 
our just criticism of his Mexican pol- 
icy, or his Philippine policy, or of 
the change in our economic policy 
for which he is responsible and 
which showed its destructive effect 
upon our business prosperity for the 
year of its operation before the Eu- 
ro nh war somewhat neutralized its 
effect. It need not and will not close 
our eyes to the lack of governmental) 
efficiency which his appointments. 
for political reasons, without regard 
to fitness, have already created and 
the effects of which will more fully 
appear as his administration wears 
on 


The finances of the government 
are in a bad condition. The deficit 
of $75,000,000 for the last year is not 
an encouraging fact to face when we 
consider that we are to lose $50,000,- 
000 by the repeal of the sugar tax 
and as much more by the lapsine 
of the so-called war revenue tax. 
There is no farsighted leadership in 
the Democratic party in respect to 
Ways and means and expenditures 
and no apparent sense of responsibil- 
ity. This is greatly to be regretted 
tn the immediate necessity for a large 
amount of additional expenditure in 
rendering our national defence ade- 
quate. The country needs the gov- 
ernmental capacity of the Republican 
party [cheers] to meet the exigencies 
that will be presented to it in. the 
course of the next five years and we 
of the Republican faith ought to gird 
on our armor for the struggle in 1916. 
{Applause.] 
The “Progressive” y is fast dis- 
integrating and its rank and file are 
disappearing into the Republican 
fold. They are not making any con- 
ditions as to their return. They are 
not entirely satisfied with the result 
of what they did in 1912 and they 
are willing to be treated as Repub- 
licans and act as such. We are giad 
to welcome them and to treat them 
‘in this way. — leaders, however, 
are assuming the attitude of men in 
a position to force a compromise with 
the regular Republican party to de- 
mand concessions on the theory that 
unless the concessions are made, they 
can again defeat the party. I do not 
say that they may not make Repub- 
lican victory more difficult if they 
continue their party organization and 
put a candidate in the field. But 
what I insist_uponf is, that no conces- 
sions should be made involving a giv- 
ing up of Republican principles and 
an embracing of “Progressive’’ prin- 
ciples in a Republican platform. [Ap- 
plause.] 

A victory on such straddling 
platform would be worth little to the 
country. The party would divide aft- 
er it attained power as it did in 1912 
end the benefit the country might ex- 
pect from a Republican victory would 
be denied it. We can stand defeat 
if we know and believe in the cause 
for which we are fighting. Defeat 
is not the worst thing that could 
come to a party or to a man, 


Success without a forceful, united 
and courageous party organiza- 
tion in Congress anxious to sup- 


port a loyal Republican in the ex- 
ecutive chair would be out tempo- 
rary. I don’t underestimate or hold 
for naught the proper ambition for 
political preferment which stimulates 
party activity and which depends 
somewhat on a hope of party suc- 
cess. But when we win a victory, let 
us win one which will give us an op- 
portunity to prove to the country the 
value of Republican party control. 
Thus we can secure a ! of power 
which will be long enough to give to 
the country the same unrestricted ca- 
pacity to maintain prosperity which 
she had for sixteen years of Repub- 
lican rule from 1897 to 1913, and 
which she has lost since the latter 
— under Democratic “new free- 
om.” 

Republicans of California, what I 


fight the good fight of Republican- 
ism. [Cheers.] Oppose with all 
your might this insidious sapping of 
poppilar government and substitution 
of personal ambition and power for 
the party system in your State 
under the false name of nonpartisan- 
ship. Welcome the returning “Pro- 
gressives” as Republicans, make no 
compromise with the leaders of a dis- 
integrating army, stand by Repub- 
lican principles and those who sin- 
cerely uphold them. Have none of 
the crazy-quilt of the “Progressive” 
platform which would destroy consti- 
tutional government and our national 
representative system. The American 
people are clear-headed. They may 
be misled by enthusiastic self-confi- 
dence into grievous mistake; but they 
are keen to see its evil effect, when 
the lesson comes. They have no pride 
of opinion. Let the Republican party 


intrust it with power with which it 
can again earn the gratitude of the 
American people.

parish, to go to San Diego to bring 
the body here. The committee was 
eccompanied by a representative of 
Cunningham & O'Connor, funeral di- 
rectors.

MILLIONAIRES 


WINNERS. 


IN SAN FRANCISCO RACES. 


The Candidate for Mayor with Plenty of Money is Re- 
garded as the Least Dangerous — Some of the Intri- 
cacies of the Labyrinth Pointed Out by a Woman 
Student—The Recrudescence of Eugene Schmitz.

a FRANCISCO, Sept. 16.—I have 
S learned that millionaire Mayors 

are popular in San Francisco. 
“Eperientia docet,” and experience 
has taught the average citizen, it 
would appear, that the surest way to 
avoid placing a mercenary at the head 
of the city government is to select a 
man whose private income is already 
sO great that his best method of 
Spending it is to give a part of it 
away. This explains in some degree 
Why “Sunny Jim” Rolph, the 
Gebonair millionaire Mayor, is a con- 
eeded far-leader of the field for re- 
election. 

Mayor Rolph can certainly reckon 
upon the lion's share of the woman 
vote, as he is the only lion in sight, 
frem the woman's standpoint. 

When I first n to explore the 
labyrinth of San ncisco politics, I 
was the student disheartened and I} 
yearned for the obviousness of the 
exposition zone, but I am beginning 
to see inte the maze now and can 
thread my way along fairly well, I 
think. 

San Francisco's experiments.in se- 
leeting Mayors heve extended over a 
wide Trange. She has tried a walking 
delegate in P. H. McCarthy, who was 
a soldier of fortune from the forces of 
Gen. Abe Ruef, an elegant fossil in 
the person of R. Taylor, Ph.D. 
and -a trio of millionaires; Sutre, Phe- 
lan and Roiph. While she has had 
cause to complain of them all, the 
Verdict of local political history Is 
that. between a millionaire and a un- 
fon laborite, the former is much to be 
preferred. 

In our impulsive San Francisco such 
a thing as a happy medium does not 
@xist; a man is either a devil or a 
demi-gocd: every expression is either 
@& wound or a caress. At the pr 

election there is no middle ground: a 
voter must chose between a million- 


aire, who generaily is regarded as hav--: 


fine made good, and an ex-Mavor who 
finished his iast term behind the 
bara. Mr. Andy Gallagher, head of 
‘about the worst band of exploiters 
that has ever harassed a municipa!- 
Sty, the Labor Council, is not consid- 
ered as an alternate for Eugene 
Schmitz. Odds of three to one are 
offered richt in the heart of the Mis- 
sion district. supposed to be the labor 
wnion Gibraltar. that he will be elimi- 
nated at the primaries. 

Mayor Rolph, the busiest man in 
‘town, has the unigue distinction of be-, 
ing a candidate through persuasion 
rather than from choice. He accepted 
the nomination four years ago after 
first declining to serve. He was at the 
head of three or four lucrative busi- 
MRHess enterprises and was without 
political ambition. San Francisco was 
then suffering under the thrall of the 
union labor administration of Mc- 
Carthy. The latter was a vociferous 
candidate for re-election and was 
hacked by the same band of elements 
that are now supporting Gallagher. 
The better element of the city felt 
that it would be a lasting disgrace to 
heve such an administration con- 
tinued through our world’s fair year, 
and Rolph was persuaded to recon- 
sider. He beat M¢Carthy almost two 
to one at tBe primaries and went in. 

Mr. Rolph informed his friends and 
business associates several months ago 
thet he did not desire re-election. He 
tatimated that for him sitting in the 
Mayor's chair was tantamount to pay- 
ing $25,090 a year for the privilege of 
working sixteen hours a day and per- 
haps going to jail. At the first intima- 
tion of this decision, Messrs. Schmitz, 
Gallagher and McCarthy became very 
much occupied. 

E. Schmitz demanded a vindication. 
He had been locked up by the Su- 
perior Court while Mayor the lIast 
time and the Supreme Court had 
turned him loose. Of course. he does 
mot go inte the particulars of his 
sensational! He was convicted 
by a jury for taking money from 
Prench restaurant keepers for protec- 
tion afforded. The lawyers explain to 
me that the Supreme Court held in its 
decision that to take money from that 
source did not constitute a felony of- 
fense. His argument for re-election 
as a vindication under such condi- 
tions savors very much of that. by 
which the wolf convicted the lamb. 
Did not Aesop tell us about that? 
But developments proved that it was 
sufficient for the politicians of the 
police and fire departments, and for 
most of the tenderloin. Gallagher 
eliminated McCarthy before the labor 
council and loomed as the only op- 
ponent of Schthitz. 

Roiph had not displayed as much 
backbone in crucia] situations as the 
soltd business men of San Francisco 
desired. While encased in formal frock 
coat and h hat and officiating in 
behalf of t city at our exposition 
functions, he has been truly admira- 
Die. But when he sat in the Mayor's 
office in his business suit, preserving 
an air of surpassing refinement, he 
showed a disposition to wilt under ad- 
verse criticism. 

When men with the Interests of the 
‘tty at heart asked either at luncheon 
two months ago who was going to 
fun against Mr. Schmitz they tell me 
they began to discover that there was 
no way to get an independent man in- 
to the field. 

FROM THE INSIDE.

Rumors are rife that a big cor- 
peration has interested itself in 
the «election of eight candidates 
for Supervisor honors, and it 
fs openiv stated that the stamp 
Of approval of the man who 


guides the destinies of the tender- 
loin is necessary to secure the 
indorsement of bodies posing as 
representatives of artisan political 
parties, but have no excuse for 
existence because the parties they 
profess to represent are practi- 
cally nonexistent. The effect of 
the primary law has been to de- 
prive the bulk of the electorate 
of all incentive to interest them- 
selves in the selection of candi- 
dates, and thus the work of put- 
ting them forward has been 
| passed over to men who have ul- 
terior purposes to accomplish.” 

T am an amateur in political card 
Playing, but tt is explained to me 
that Mr. Rolph waited until the last 
week for filing petitions. Then finding 
that no other business man had en- 
tered the lists against “Fiddle” 
Schmitz, he consented to stand for 
renomination. If one can judge from 
surface indications he is very likely 
to be elected at the primary over 
both Gallager and Schmitz. Before he 
announced himself even money was 
Offered that Schmitz would win. This 
week I am informed that three to 
one is offered in the poolrooms on 
the wager that Rolph will d 
himself, and there is a crowding about 
the main entrance to the spittoonless 
Rolph headquarters of the “wise 
ones” who are quick to get back of 
a winner. At least so it looks to me. 

SPRING VALLEY. 


Just now the purchase of the Spring 
Valley Water Company by the city of 
San Francisco is a live political issue; 
rand rumors are rife that this com- 
pany has selected a Supervisor tick- 
et. Of course there is nothing done 
by the company officially, but some 
of the persons and interests that 
hold Spring Valley securities are re- 
ported to be uncommonly and disin- 
terestedly. interested in the Supervi- 
sor election. 

One of the peculiar local combina- 
tions reveals Thomas Finn, Progreré 
sive Senator, taking a leading part in 
the campaign to elect Senator Wolf 
to the Board of Supervisors. In State 
politics they are supposed to repre- 
sent the two opposite poles: but the 
municipal election is the equatorial 
meeting place, and Mr. Finn is for 
Mr. Wolfe for Supervisor, while Mr. 
Wolfe looks kindly on Mr. Finn's can- 
didaecy for Sheriff. This is only one 
instance in which the two extremes 
of State politics combine against the 
middle—the unorganized mass of vot- 
ere—in the nonpartisan city elections. 


JOHNSON AND HENEY. 


Something is added to the gaiety of 
our situation by the injection of the 
Johnson-Heney Progressive. conten- 
tion. In San Francisco there are John- 
son Progressives and Heney Progres- 
sives, and the differentiation is widen- 
ing daily. Political divisions are be- 
ing followed by family divorces as the 
following local news item illustrated.

It is not easy for one on the 
outside to understand their attitude. 
but to one familiar with the local 
situation it seeme to be a logical re- 
sult. There has always been more or 
jess graft in the police department 
here. The inner ring of the department 
almost starved to death during the re- 
gime of Schmitz and Ruef: but they 
did very well under Mayors Sutro and 
Phelan, and they have not reneged on 
their house rent under Mayor Rolph. 

Here is the key to the mystery, as 
it is given to me. Under the Ruef re- 
gime the big money all went to head- 
quarters, and there was nothing but 
small change for the department. Un- 
der Mayors Phelan and Rolph things 
could not be arranged at headquarters. 
so the off-color element had to stand 
in with the members of the force. 
There is little question that the major 
portion of the police force is com- 
posed of honest men—but they are ex- 
ceptions, and it is this “exceptional” 
class that makes al] the noise in poll- 
tics: They figured that Eugene Schmitz 
Was more nearly honest than Gal- 
lagher’s mercenaries—if the word 
“honest” may be used as m compa 
tive term-—and they know th 
Rolph there will be no passing over 
their heads to any higher-ups. In a

CASE oF ARCHIBALD. 

The case of James F. J. Archibald is 
complicated as a “best-seller” detective 
story with all the designedly intricate evi- 
dence and before the proverbially “greatest 
detective” of fiction. Our secret service 
department will no doubt put thumb screws 
to Archibald and extract what is considered 
necessary for an explanation. But our se- 
cret service department is characterized by 
a way of foiling «public inquisitiveness and 
submitting for publicity only brief and col- 
orless statements, so that sovereign citizens 


| are left to fret over the complications and 


devise unprovable solutions as a solace for 
their curiosity. 
When Archibald permitted himself to be 
discovered in London with secret documents 
from the. Austrian Ambassador at Washing- 


} ton implicating that high official in a con- 


spiracy to stir up strikes in American muni- 
tion factories, together with other docu- 
ments seriously reflecting upon certain mem- 
bers of the German Ambassador's staff, he— 
‘intentionally or otherwise—created the most 
baffling diplomatic entanglement that the 
war has so far developed. 

It is highly probable that the whole truth 
will never be known. So in considering the 
plausible hypotheses it is well to start with 
premises obviously, unquestionably, rational. 

Thus: Archibald either intentionally or 
unintentionally allowed the British officials 


care. 

Paradoxical as it may seem, there is con- 
siderable reason for believing either thing. 
Bat in either case he has violated the honor 
and passport of an American citizen. And, 
unless there is evidence now inconceivable, 
he must be discredited and drummed out of 
camp. 

Archibald is no amateur in military and 
diplomatic affairs. As may be said, he has 
never seemed to be anybody's fool. And 
that is perhaps the most important thing 
to be kept in mind ig speculating on the 
possibility that Archibald intentionally al- 
‘lowed his to be found. In this con-

can government to a definite and hostile 
expression and a demand upon Austria for 
the recall of her Ambassador. 

The presence in Archibald’s suit case 
of papers exceedingly disrespectful to the 
United States, written by a military attache 
of the German Embassy, resulted in Capt. 
Von Papen disappearing beyond the reach 
of reporters in what has been officially 
called a “vacation.” It is also reported on 
good authority that he will soon return to 
Germany. 

All of these sinister com have 
had the effect of putting the Austrian and 
German representatives in a situation un- 
favorable to their wishes. The echoes of 
a disclosure have rung in every American’s 
ears. We resent—and righteously, patri- 
otically, intensely—interference in our do- 
mestic affairs by the agents of any foreign 
government, And all this has been very 
profitable to the allies, both by way of de- 


veloping displeasure in America against 


Germany and Austria, and by way of ex- 
posing the source of those strikes which

NDUSTRIAL PREPAREDNESS. 

One of the newborn axioms of the day 
is “in time of war prepare for peace,” and 
many thoughtful and patriotic men are of 
opinion that industrial preparedness is of 
even greater importance than military pre- 
paredness. Our manufacturing, transporta- 
tion and distribution agencies should be 
strengthened to meet the re that will 
come when the Buropean war shall be over. 

The most solidly-established trade rela- 
tions between the United States and Europe 
have been uprooted by the war. In conse- 
quence of shortness of wool, dyestuffs, chem- 
icals and other needed supplies many mills 
in New England and the Middle States have 
been compelled to curtail th: ir production 
of textile fabrics and in some instances to 
close their doors. This would not have hap- 
pened if there had been industria! preparea- 
ness two years ago. 

In an address to the National Association 
of Cotton Manufacturers at New London, 
Ct., the president of the association, Mr. 
Albert Greene Duncan of Boston, said: “Our

NE definite result of the recent . . jo-

American public to understand this better 
which is behind their impatience with the 
German and English notes. Waiving en- 
tirely the question of the validity of these 
foreign communications, it does seem 
pertinent to state at just this juncture what 
Our interna- 
tional prestige consists wholly and abso- 
lutely, not of our real importance and of 
our true ideals, but of the opin‘ons of 
European nations about our ifiportance 
and our ideals. It is literally what they 
think about us. a 

Foreign observers are apparently agreed 
that the United States lost prestige during 
the first year of the war. This loss has 
been not at all a loss of real prostige, but 
the loss of prestige which it was widely 
predicted a year ago that we would have, 

The world seemed to have suddenly gone 
Insane; we are the only great nation en- 
tirely peaceful and therefore the only one 
entirely sane. It was generally said that 
the United States alone would be able to 


war or in arranging terms of peace. Great 
things were predicted for the exertion of 
our influence on the side of morality, hu- 
manity. and peace. As the negotiations 
have continued, it has become clearer and 
clearer that the German and even the Brit- 
ish governments have declined to credit 
our protestations at face value. 

In France, the feeling is widespread that 
the United States should have protested 
against the invasion of Belgium. Here was 
the greater offense against humanity, of 
which the sinking of the Lusitania was 
only the logical conclusion and outcome. 
were 
as keen as we claimed. we should have 
protested against the first, and our failure 
to do so throws suspicion upon the dis- 
interestedness of our subsequent action. It 
was one for humanity and two for our- 
selves. 

To the Germans we are hypocrites, self- 
confessed. One German catered to this 
feeling and represented us as working 
twenty-four hours a day six days a week 
to make ammunition to kill Germans and 
to make money for ourselves. Then on the 


where we weep over the wickedness of 
Europe and pray for peace. This effort 
was much appreciated in Germany. Thefe 
can be little doubt about it; the Germans, 
high and low, do not believe us as honest 
and humane as they are themselves. The 
favorable opinion of America and Amert- 
cans at the outbreak of the war has given 

to an extremely bitter feeling which 
will prevent them from accepting 
United States as mediator with their 
enemies. They do not only dislike us; they 
are beginning to despise us. 

The English cannot understand why we 
should object to their meaures for the Te- 
striction of neutral trade unless we are 
anxious to prolong the war in order to 
make a profit out of it. I am putting all 
these European charges crudely and frank- 
ly forward. We must grow accustomed to 

ourselves as others see us, if we 
are to play any part in world politics. They 
charge us with unwillingness to follow the 
rulings about trade with belligerent coun- 
tries laid down by our own courts; they tell 
us with perfect truth that during our Civil 
War they accepted this precise ruling at 
our hands without protest and allowed us 
to stop their lucrative trade with the Con- 
federacy; they hint that generosity alone 
would move us to recognize their own des- 
: perate plight today and accede to the regu- 
lations they believed necessary, as they 
had acceded in the past to ours.

The high purpose of 
President Wilson, his lofty idealism, they 
all see as we do, but they feel, as we do 
not, that he has-failed to apply his princi-

LONDON, Aug. 20.—‘“None of the 


war's changes in our socia! structure | 


will prove so notable to the future his- 
torian as the wholesale introduction 
of woman iabor into trades, occupa- 
‘tions and professions hitherto exclu- 
sively staffed by men,” declared Sir 
George Croydon Marks. Member of 
Parliament for Northeast Cornwall, in 
the first of a series of lectures on The 
‘New Woman. He added: 

“The question which is of real im- 
portance today, however, is whether 
that future historian will regard the 
phenomenon as coincident with war 
conditions and terminating with them. 
or whether it will mark the beginning 
of a socia)] revolution and a new stage 
in the industrial and commercial co- 
operation of men and women. 

“When the war is over shall we still 
see the miik-woman, the girl ticket- 
collector, the girl commissionaire at 
their work, or will they automatically 
disappear before the returning tide 
of the civilian armies? 

“We may well ask ourselves at this 
moment, for it is a question which 
must inevitably arise and a problem 
for which we cannot be too well pre- 


'° pared. What is to happen at the con- 


elusion of the war to those women of 
every social grade and every shade of 
attainment who in the past year have 
alipped so readily into man’s occupa- 
tions? 


“In considering the question broadly 
the analogy of France may be taken 
imto consideration. The capacity, the 
business ability, and the ready grasp 
of affairs which the women of France. 
more than of any other nation, have 
shown themselves to possess has been 
traced, perhaps fancifully, to the fre- 
quent necessity wif which they have 
been forced to take upon themselves 
the conduct of ‘those affairs during the 
absence of their men on military du- 


“It is quite possible, indeed quite 
that the result of the 
wholesaie introduction of women's la- 
bor which we are at present witnessing 
may be to develop those qualities of 
resourcefulness and of ready efficiency 
which characterize and have charac- 
terized French women for many years. 

“Considered more narrowly, the 
problem which will present itself to 
the busi man as soon as the war 
is over is, ply stated, how far it veill 
be his duty to replace the patriotic 
woman who is the place of the 


soldier fighting his country’s battles. |

“At first sight it may seem no Mate 


lem at all. Apart from actual prom- 
ises given there remains a pledge of 
honor to reinstate the soldier in his 
position as the wage earner. No con- 
sideration of economy, no considera- 
tion of efficiency rapidly acquired by 
the woman worker can be allowed for 
an instant to interfere with this. 

“Undoubtedly many employers will 
a. wrench in rejecting those wom- 

who, for the past year or more, 
doing their duties so nimbily 
and eff , in favor of the soldier 
whose new life will probably have up- 
fitted him to some extent for the office 
stool. The effect may be in many in- 
stances that employers will find a way 
of retaining the services permanently 
‘ef those women in conjunction with 
the reinstated men. 

“In the past the jealousy which has 
been felt of women's employment in 
business has been founded entirely on 
the wages question. While men worked 
for a living wage, women worked for 
pocket money, and were able to ac- 
cept it. because they were de- 
pendent primarily on the wage earn- 
er. It is obvious that it is upon this 
question of wages that the whole prob- 
lem must ultimately depend. The busi- 
ness man must realize that cheap 
womans labor is at the best a tem- 
porary expedient in war time from a 
nationa! standpoint, and a temporary 
expedient in peace time from a per- 

_gonal standpoint. 

“Without making any attempts at 
prophecy it may not be unreasonabic 
to suggest that while considerable 
numbers of women temporarily em. 
ployed at present will be displaced bj 
the return of the armies, the effect 
of the existing situation will be to e¢s- 
tablish woman's labor on a far firmer 
footing In those industries where they 
can be retained without injury to their 
health, and that the wastage of hu- 
man life will be to a large extent re- 
paired by these women who are now fit- 
ting themselves for new occupations”

WOMEN FOR ARMY COOKS. 


Would Save an Enormous Amount 
of Waste and would Provide the 
Soldiers Retter Cooked Food. 

{New York Sun:] Miss Oldham, 


head mistress of Streatham high 
school, near London, is the originator 
of the idea of having women cooks 
and caterers for the British army in 
the field, 

Miss Oldham made the suggestion 
at a recent convention of headmasters 
and headmistresses of English schools 
held in London for the purpose of de- 
ciding what the schools and the teach- 
ers could do to help their country in 
the war.

TRANSCENDENTAL RETROSPECT. 


Celebrating the Five-hundredth Anniversary of Los Angeles’ Dramatic 
Advancement, With Excerpts From Plays of 
Early Twentieth Century. . 


AST NIGHT, Saturday, September 


| 20, 2415, the Angelus Mesa 
Theater celebrated the five-hun- 


dredth anniversary of dramatic 


achievement in the greatest city of 
the world. 


Of course records are still extant 
to back up the theory that Los An- 
geles indulged in dramatic amuse- 
ment in a small way for some thirty 
or forty years prior to 1915, but it is 
certain that until then at least, the 
city was no larger than New York or 
London, and was really quite as ple- 
beian, as those places in its enter- 
tainments. 


For instance, the crudity of the 
twentieth century was empha- 
sized by the noisy arrival of theater 
Patrons. In those days, travel for 
short distances was largely nego- 
tiated in what were then known as 
motor. cars. 

It must be remembered that this 
was the steel age, with its clamor and 
stiffness somewhat augmented by the 
awkward and unrefined use of the 
then little unilerstood agent—elec- 
tricity. These motor cars, or auto- 
mobiles; as they were sometimes 
designated, would go tearing through 
their thoroughfares very much as 
dragons, steam locomotives and other 
obsolete demons of prehistoric folk- 
lore. All of them had a muffler and 
a rumble, as well as a most unpleas- 
through the 
streets in that day must have 
amounted to nervous prostration, had 
the human race indulged in such a 
thing as nerves at that noisome 
period. | 

Judging from what we can learn of 
the early Angelans they must have 
lived in armors of steel, with both 
ears and nostrils plugged. Imagine

transported to a theater today in the 
midst of such pandemonium, and try, 


if you can, to picture the possibility 
of such an audience recovering from 
the shock of plowing through tedious 
miles of streets outraged by sounds 
and smelis which only fitted one for 


the madhouse! 


~ While every attempt was made to 
carry the minds of last night's at- 
tendants back to the prevailing con- 
ditions of five centuries ago, it was 
not throught necessary or feasible to 
go to the extreme of attempting to 
construct one of these crude vehicles 
of ancient conveyance. 

On the contrary, the audience of 
something more than 40,000 persons 
arrived in their ether cylinders upon 
the winds of a gentle breeze from the 


sea, 

In yet another particular was last 
night’s performance vastly different 
from that of olden times, inasmuch as 
the visualizers and  telephotoscopes 
enabled at least 100,000 patrons of 
the house to sit in their own homes 
and get a remarkably good view of 
the performance as well as hear every 
word spoken. 

When the ancients could not go to 
a theater they were completely shut 
off from its amusements. They had 
made some step in the proper direc- 


ligence, by attempting to make num- 
bers of relays of one performance 
through what they called motion pic- 
tures. 

By this, I mean to say, there was 
actually only one performance which 
was photographed and by a mechani- 
cal contrivance, operated entirely on 
the theory of rapid flashes of tbe 
camera shutter, the actors appeared 
to-move. This cramped form of en- 
tertainment was in vogue for quite a 
few years before the campaign 
against denatured drama restored the 
people to their senses—all five of 
them. 

This was, no doubt, brought about 
by a common rebellion against the 
mental lapses permissiblé in the crea- 
tion of plays for such a purpose. 

The people of that age were 580 
limited, both in logic and mathe- 
matics, that they carried their 
thoughts and terni8 to only about 
three * powers of the letter “A,” two 
powers of the letter “B” and one 
power of the letter “C,” after which 
they absurdly placed a plus or a 
minus sign, and allowed their mental 
laziness to imagine that they had

seventy-five years later before it 
dawned upon these people that it was 
rather inane, if not insane, to talk 
about the rights of women in states 
which carried on their statute books 
laws recognizing what they’ gro- 
‘tesquely called “‘the age of consent.” 

It was perhaps another twenty-five 
years before they recognized woman 
herself as the Garden of Eden. 

This is entirely in keeping with 
an age that tried to fly being lighter 
than air, instead of dealing with at- 
mospheric displacement through an 
intelligent control of the dynamic 
forces of ether. 

They apparently knew nothing of 
the chemistry of their own minds or 
bodies, so it is not to be supposed that 
they could analyze and utilize the 
chemical potency of foreign sub- 
stances. 

Furthermore in that day, the male 
members of society so flaunted their 
immodesty that they boldly flung 
themselves at the heads of women, and 
even went so far, in cases of rivalry 
which was then permitted ,males, that

zical violence, so that only one might 

be left to share the pleasure of the 

splendid creature whe had unwisely 

permitted this destructive inharmony. 


In those days people were almost 
never mated by a mutual recognition 
of the same perceptions and chemical- 
ization. The result was the most de 

vitalizing and desensitizing attempt t 

bind where unity was impossible, and 
this plunged the race into more than 
a hundred years of unnatural litiga- 
tion, which was called “divorcement,” 
and which created an artificial atmos- 
phere which alone would have made 
last night’s comedies a success. 

In the age for which they were 
written, these were considered among 
their supreme tragedies, 

All of their dramas of that day 
weuld now make screaming comedy 
and burlesque if it were not a strain 
upon belief, even when offered as early 
English humor. 


The names of but few of’ thelr 
authors or managers have been 


handed down to us by history. 

It is true that in that age Lord Al- 
fred Dunsany wrote his one-act come- 
dies which, barring the crudities of 
the twentieth century ‘style, are still 
considered classic in their mirth. How- 
ever, it is to be remembered that 
perhaps not a thousand people in Los 
Angeles in 1915 had ever heard of 
Dunsany, much ‘less recognized him 
as a humorist or playwright. 


the names of that day that are still fa- 
miliar to this generation, held any 
significance whatever for the people 
of their own day. 7 
This was partly the fault of the au- 
thors of that age who, as soon as they 
attained to a little intelligence, either 
began to make fun of them as did 


their heads, as did their Ibsen and

in 1915 reached the happiness of such 
pure provincialism that it made pos- 
sible the showman and his profits.

This brought about the development 
of several showmen, although not 
much canbe secured about them on 
account of the loss of many of the 
records of this time in the great wars 
which occurred then and subsequent- 
ly. We learn that in 1915, however, 
New York had two showmen who 
worked from widely different angles. 
There was a man named rs] 
s refer to him as 
Belasco,) who delighted in trying to 
evolve plays so obvious that they 
would be accepted, and in personally 
training his actors until they seemed 
to succeed so long as his personality 
was back of them. By sheer per- 
sonal force, this man commanded a 
considerable following for himself 
among attendants of the drama. 

At the other angle was a man 
named Granville Barkem or Barker, 
who, seized upon the provincialism of 
New York and showed it plays and 
actors who had already been made, It 
is said that during one entire season 
this man compelled these people from 


ithe provinces to witness-a production 


of “A Midsummer Night’s Dream,” 
by the famous ancient dramatist, 
Shakespeare, which he forced upon 
them without any scenery. Probably 
in all the annals of dramatic history 
nothing quite so much in the form 
of the highway robbery of audiences 
was ever undertaken and actually ac- 


complished. 


As to the play last night, of course, 
the action of any one 1915 vehicle 
would be too clumsy, both in idea and 
in fact, to occupy the full evening 
of a modern audience, consequently 
three or four of their little things, 
like * e Doll's House,” “The Second 
Mrs..

Boston and Chicago Companics are 
Revived and Organization of 


The operatic bee is busier than ever 
this season throughout the country. 
The resuscitation of the Chicago Op- 
era Company, and the reorganization 
of the Boston Opera Company, as an 


jadjunet to the Pavlowa ballet, are but 


Musical celebrities, 

Who are scheduled to appear here. 
Albert Spalding, violinist, and Tina 
Lerner, pianist, are among the Phil- 
harmonic artists, neither having 
been heard in Los Angeles heretd- 
fore. Florencio Constantino, the fa- 
mous operatic tenor, will sing to- 
night at Venice auditorium He is 
also behind a project to organize an 
opera company here. ' 


.two notable examples of its activities. 
Both these aggregations are unusually 
strong and well equipped, and both 


promise not only a number of impor- 
tant favorite works in their reper- 
toire, but quite a few novelties of con- 
sequence. 

It is also reported that the Aborns 
are arranging for a season of opera 
to be given after the Christmas holi- 
days in New York. Expectations are 
that this company will number among 
its members many capable artists, 
The organization is said mot to be 
connected in any way with the de- 
funct Century Opera Company. 

Outside of New York, Chicago and 
Boston plans are also being laid for 
the organization of several companies 
of importance. Locally Florencio 
Constantino is working on a project 
which may result in the presentation 
of a season of opera in this city within 
the next few months. 

‘In the South the National 
Opera Company, under the direction 
of Enrico Odierno, will make a tour, 
and may visit the Pacific Coast later 
in the season. It is made up mainly 
of Italian artists. 
reported that Bevani,ywho at one time 
came near rivaling Mario Lambardi in 
the musical field hereabouts, will bring 
into being another Operatic organiza- 
tion. 
Henry W. Savage seems to, be out 
of the running for the present, but 
there is little doubt that a new work 
from the pen of Giacomo Puccini, 
which soon will be forthcoming, it is 
safd, will bring him back into it. He 
has not sent any organization on a 
country-wide tour now since “The Girl 
of the Golden West” company. 

It will seem like the old days in 
New York this season, when the high- 
class Boston Grand Opera Company 
opens its engagement. Not. since the 
days of the Manhattan has another 
organization of such fine caliber as 
the Boston company. been heard out- 
side of the Metropolitan. Rivalry, 
however, such as existed at the time 
when Oscar Hammerstein broke into 
the field, will be precluded by the fact 
that the Boston organization will close 
its season before the Metropolitan 
opens. 
The Boston Opera Company will 
thereafter visit Boston, Philadelphia, 
Chicago, New Orleans, St. Louis, Cin- 
einnati, Toronto, Detroit, St. Paul and 
a few other cities with the Paviowa 
Ballet Russe. 3 

A novel precedent will be set by the 
company in the presentation of “Mme. 
Butterfly” with a cast composed, as 
far as regarus leading principals, of 
the various nationalities represented 
in the opera.

Alfred Hutty, who its exhibiting 
landscapes and figures at the Kanst 
fallery, has presumably never been 
in the West, for all the pictures were 
paifited at Woodstock, N. Y., that 
place of many admirable painters.

Hutty does not, therefore, paint like a 
westerner, but like many of the mod- 
ern school Of eastern landscape paint- 
ers, whose many refinements of values 
and tones have the added merit cf 
strength—the strength of the hills, 
one may say, for it is most often in 
hill-painting that we fnd it. 

Hutty’s hills. are’ strong and fine, 
especially when he seeks them bare 
or lightly clad in the chill snows of 
winter. He models them easily and 
superbly, giving them gracious lines 
as well as weight and dignity. One 
of his best examples is seen in “Win- 
ter in the Hills,” a very small study 
made in the golden glow of late after- 
noon. The shadow resting in the 
hollow basin of the frozen brook looks 
cold and blue against the gilding on 
the enoW. Another is “The Brook in 
ember,” a much more important 
canvas as to size. This picture hung 
at Machbeth’s between two such hon- 
orables as Childe Hassam and Fred- 
erick aWugh.

advertising as very convincingly and inti- 
mately related in\Samuel Hopkins Adams's 
“The Clarion.” 

However, the novel gets its title from an 
impressive, culminating event. In news- 
paperdom, “thirty” means the end, that the 
day's work is done. Good, his work finished, 
humiliated by a sacrifice that he has made, 
goes away. The message he sends is final, 
the end, “thirty.” 

It is not a long novel, the construction 
is rough, uneven, jerky and interminable, 
moralistic conversations jostle the prism of 
casuistry. Mr. O’Brien would probably dis- 
play more felicity in composing bright little 
allegories for uplift magazines than in forg- 
ing a man-sized novel. 


A LOVER'S CONFESSIONS. 


THE SINGLE-CODE GIRL. By Bell 
Palmer. Lothrop, Lee & Shepard Company, 


GREAT deal of sincerity and some 

’ pkill have gone into the writing of 

“The Single-Code Girl"—also much to 
do about a little of nothing, and a very ro- 
mantic effort to be realistic. 

The brother of the girl whom Orison 
Holland wooes requires, on behalf of eugtn- 
ics, that he confess his experiences with 
other women so hig wild oats may be in- 
spected with care. 

Holland pours the record of his love-life 
into letters. He contritely believes that he 
has been very much a man of the world, 
but either he has kept a lot of facts con- 
cealed from the scrutinizing brother or he 
vastly’ overestimates the culpability of 
kisses, hand-pressing and waist-squeezing. 

Seven “affairs” ate unfolded. Two of 
them are unspeakably juvenile; three are 
the conventional love crises that hit 
every youngster between 16 and 21; one 
isn’t an affair at all, but a reputable lec- 
ture delivered to a disgraced woman after 
he is pushed from college for being guilt- 
lessly implicated in a scandal. 

The last episode, though it lasted but 
two, savors of “Three Weeks.” A beauti- 
ful, lithe, unconventional author seductively 
forces herself upon Holland for a fortnight 
in the woods, and he very lugubriously re-. 
grets it—afterwards. 

Of course, he never really loved any of 
these women. Merely thought at the time 
ihe did. He loves Mildred. Of that there 
is no question in his own mind, and even 
the reader’s cynical skepticism on the ques- 
tion may be quieted. For Holland is not 
a cad. He is very youthful, very earnest 
and honest. 

But at the end of the story - new situa- 
tion flares up. Suddenly we are startled 
by the discovery that the careful brother 
is himself one with broad views, is surpass- 
ingly gallant, and with magnanimity waives 
the single standard for a woman whom he 
loves.

He has 
some twelve other genealogical and his- 
torical compilations to his credit, and was 
editor of “Spirit of Patriotism,” the 1915 
Year Book of the Society of the Sons of 
the Revolution in California.

Christopher).Columbus antedated 
Vasco Nunez de Balboa in his discovery of 
America, as compared with the discovery 
of the Pacific Ocean only by ap 
proximately ‘twenty-one years. .. . It 
is both interesting and historically im- 
portant to note that King James I of 
England, in making his second grant of 
land on the North American continent, in 
Virginia, known as the Jamestown Charter, 
being dated May 23, 1609, without either 
knowing or appreciating the territorial lim- 
its of his grant, in fact so dedicated its 
boundaries as to include within it the great- 
er portion of the present State of Califor- 
nia.” 

Mr. Monnette has discovered that the 
name “California” was first used in a ro 
mance published tn Spain in 1510. “Know,” 
said the ancient author, “that on the right 
hand of the Indies there is an island called 
Califormia very close to the side of the 
Terrestrial Paradise; and it is peopled by 
black women, without any man among 
them, for they live in the manner of Ama- 
zons,” 

Mr. Monnette also calls attention to the 
fact that sixteenth-century cartography per- 
sisted in the idea of North America as a 
group of islands, and a continuous search 
for a passage through this archipelago, 
léading to Asia, was the goal of subsequent 
voyages of discovery.

We of America have long been accus- 
tomed to gnovel apolo stically in the dust 
before the literary arbiters of tlat land 
which produced Shakespeare. 

But Frank H. Vizetelly, managing editor 
of “The Funk & Wa :alls New Standard 
Dictionary’” in a recent book on the “Es- 
sentials of English Speech,” rises to a spir-

in England today, even if it be not known 
to Mr. Kipling, that professors in American 
universities, and other American scholars, 
have done more than other English-speak- 
ing people to preserve fn all its purity that 
“Well of English undefiled’ which we share 
in common.” 

The American, he goes on to say, has 
dialect. So have the British "sles, and they 
have it almost to the number of all their 
countries and shires. 

“The History of the English Language,” 
by Prof, Emerson, is called upon to bear 
witness that “Spoken English throughout 
America is more uniform among all classes, 
there being no such strongly-marsed dia- 
lects as in England. America differs from 
England also in having no one locality the 
speech of which is acknowledged by all as 
standard usage. The only standard recog- 
nized in America is that of dictionaries, 
which attempt to follow, not one locality, 
but the best usage of the country as s 
whole.” 

Robert Louis Stevenson has testified that 
“you may go all over the States, and set- 
ting aside the. actual intrusion and infin 
ence of foreigners—negro, French er Chi- 
nese—you will scarce meet with so marked 
a difference of accent as in forty miles be- 
tween Edinburgh and Glasgow, or of dia- 
lect between Edinburgh and Aberdeen.” 


The English “Ain't” 

Mr. Vizetelly points out that “an English 
play can generally be distinguished from 
an American play by the single fact that 
the actors say ‘ain't,’ something unspeaka- 
ble in educated American circles. The 
English people are not to be shamed out of 
saying ‘ain't.’ They use it oldly and un- 
hJushingly, declaring it is all right and per- 
fectly. proper, if for no other reason than 
that the English people say it. In America 
‘ain’t’ is always inelegant, and when used 
is due more to carelessness than to igno- 


nce.” 

H. P. Robinson, in “The Twentieth Cen- 
tury American,” pays tribute to American 
diction. He says: “The American has a 
way of writing, figuratively, with a diction- 
ary at his elbow and a grammar within 
reach. There are few educated English- 
men who do not consider thelr own au- 
thority—their authority drawn from their 
schools and university training—superior to 
that of any dictionary, or grammar, espe 
cially of any American one. So it has come 
about that, while the tendency of the Amer- 
ican people is constantly to become more 
exact and more accurate In Its written and 
spoken speech, the English tendency is no 
less constantly toward growing laxity; and 
while the American has been sternly and 
conscientiously at work pruning the inele 
gancies out of his language, the Briton has 
been light-heartedly taking these same in-

(halotrichite.) Alunite is of good 
‘value commercially, while it is some- 
what difficult to find a market for 
halotrichite. Pure alunite carries 
potash, 11.4; alumina, 87: water, 13, 
and sulphur trioxide, 38, percentages, 
respectively. It is infusible: forms 
no jelly with sulphuric acid, and it is 
completely soluble in the referred-to 
acid. When alunite is calcined the 
alum present can be dissolved out 
with water, and by exaporation “Ro- 
man alum” of commerce crystallizes 
from the aqueous mother-liquor. This 
alum is highly prized by dyers, be- 
cause, although the crystals are col- 
ored red by iron oxide, no iron is 
chemically combined with the salt 
as is usual in common alum. Alunite 
is of vitreous-pearly luster; white, 
stay, reddish, yellowish and brown in 
color, Hardness, 4; brittle, chiefly of 
nodular and massive structure; granu- 
lar; massive and earthly in fracture: 
sp. weight, 2.6, and decrepitates (ni- 
ter-like) before the blowpipe. | 

Your sample (halotrichite) is in 
fibrous, silky masses; yellow-white in 
color; taste “horrible” and nauseous- 
metallic; it is a double suiphate of 
iron and alumina, and carries 37 per 
cent. water. Iron alum is soluble in 
water, parts with its water, turns red 
when heated, and makes ink of good 
quality. It is highly probable that 
halotrichite will be in brisk demand 
in the near future. Chemists are now 
experimenting with the substance, and 
are succeeding in turning the minera! 
to commegeial acceunt in the dye in- 
| dustry. 

Your remaining sample is the rock 
pegmatite (graphic granite) and. it 
carries the rare mineral, gadolinite. 

Gadolinite is a silicate: it is of two 
varieties occasioned by the content, 
either cerium or yttrium. The sam- 
ple is black-green in color (the gado- 


is! linite content) with monoclinic crys-

INTERNATIONAL POLICE FORCE. 


Changes of War Sentiment Among 

the Smaller Nations of Europe Dur- 

ing the Past Year. 

(New York Globe:] Italy’s declara- 
tion of war and her adherence to *he 
ranks of the entente powers is like- 
ly soon to be followed by the entry 
of Rumania and Greece and probably 
Bulgaria. It is commonly believed 
that defenselessness of their frontiers 
restrain Holland and Denmark from 
Participation. .At the beginning of 
the war Sweden was pro-German in 
sentiment through traditional fear of 


Russia, but there has been a great’ 


change in Swedish opinion. Nor- 
way is pro-ally in expression. Switz- 
erland, on account of racial kinship 
of her people, is divided in thought, al- 
though stiffly neutral as a country. 

In recent years much has been said 
by peace theorists about the desira- 
bility of an international police force 
competent to suppress any disorderly 
nation that refused to submit a dis- 
pute to fair arbitration. The dream 
seems in process of realization, al- 
though in a different way than was 
‘anticipated. Germany brought on the 
war by supporting Austria's refusa) 
to arbitrate, and the greater part of 
the world has come together to com- 
pel obedience to and respect for the 
interest of all in peace. The sweep 
of the alliance against the Teutonic 
}powers suggests that the international 
police force has been established and 
that no nation in the future will dare 
to take independent action against a 


general protest. :
